|tended acreage of coarse grains 
| had been seeded, while in Eastern 
| Ontario only five to 20 per cent 
| was completed. 
In Quebee only five per cent of 
|intended acreage had been seeded 
and in New Brunswick only 40 per 
cent of grain and potatoes were 
in the ground 

“IT WOULD BE definitely op- 
timistic to say at this time that 
60 per cent of the intended coarse 
grain acreage would be seeded 
throughout the three eastern prov- 
inees referred to, and to suggest 
that on this reduced acreage a 75 


per cent of normal yield is yet 
possible. 
“This means at best a coarse 


grains supply amounting to 45 per 
cent of last year’s crop in these 
provinces. On this basis there will 
be a shortage of approximately 
70,000,000 bushels of oats and 
barley produced in Eastern Can- 
ada this season—62,070,000 bushels 
}of oats and 7,604,000 bushels of 
barley.” 

THIS BLACK prospect, said Mr. 
Hannam, raised the question of 
whether or not the extra volume 
of seed grain could be obtained 
from Western Canada in addition 
to the normal supply. It appeared 
|the west would be called on to 
supply double its amount of oats 
and barley to Eastern Canadian 
| livestock producers.

1. Whether weather conditions 
would provide a normal crop on 
the prairies;

When we consider the question 


of old age pensions there are two 


important points which should not 
be over-looked, One is the question 
of whether retirement from gainful 


employment should be compulsory | 


at 65 or any other age, The, second 
is the fact that advancements in 
medical science since the begin- 
ning of this century have added 
years to the average persons ex- 
pectancy of life. 

The demand for compulsory re- 
tirement of persons who had reach- 
ed 65 (which is usually the age 
mentioned) gained great support 
during the depression years. It 
arose from the fact that while old- 
er persons were hanging onto their 
jobs thousands of our younger peo- 
ple were finding it impossible to 
find employment. Observers nit- 
urally conciuded that there was 
something wrong when grandfa- 


thers should be forced to toil for | 


a living while able young men 
passed their days and years in en- 
forced idleness. It was believed 
that compulsory retirement would 
provide employment opportunities 
for the younger people. 


AS A TEMPORARY solution to 
the problem of unemployment the 


scheme had much merit, especially | 


where the older people were elig- 
ible for superannuation and re- 
tirement pensions. But as a long 
run solution to the problem of full 
employment it leaves much to be 
desired. 

In the first place it is no solution 
to the problem of unemployment 
to throw one man out of work in 
order to give another one a job 
The problem which should engage 
our attention is how to make the 
maximum use of all of our avail- 
able manpower, not how to restrict 


| its use. We can only hope to ach-

The second is that all three organizations 
have become important parts of our social 
system. Canadian social life would be in- 
finitely poorer without their efforts. One | 
can go so far as to say that the disappear- 
ance of the YMCA, the YWCA, and the Sal- | 
vation Army, or even a reduction of their | 
activities, would soon reveal a marked de- 
terioration in the social conditions of this 
community. 

The third point is that this particular | 
appeal is not a recurrent drive. It will not | 
occur again, certainly not in the lifetime 
of those who support it now. For the $550,- 
000 to be contributed at the present time will 
place these three organizations on an oper- 
able basis for perhaps a full fifty years. 

The responsibility for subscribing this 
sum rests squarely on the shoulders of Ed- 
monton citizens.

The inescapable truth is that full sup- 
port of the objective of this campaign is a 
plain social necessity. The facilities needed 
must be provided sooner or later.

This is therefore about the best time 
of the year to decontrol such foods as dairy 
products, honey, poultry products, jams, 
jellies and marmalade. Rationing of these 
supplies can hardly be any longer necessary, 
and increased and increasing production 
should prevent any sharp upward movement 
of prices. Rather the trend can be expected 
to be toward lower levels. 

The situation is not of course such as 
to guarantee a smooth transition from con- 
trol to free marketing. Greed on the part 
of producers could in some instances and in 
some localities hoist prices unduly. The same 
result could follow if consumers rushed the 
stores to buy more than they really require 
from week to week, But barring such pos- 
sible incidents, the food market should not 
be seriously affected by the decontrol of 
quantities and prices of these essential com- 
modities at this stage in the producing 
season. 

Prices of clothing, home furnishings 
and household equipment have been tending 
downward. The spring demand for brooders 
and incubators has passed. The prices of 
restaurant meals are based on the cost of 
food. Hardwood lumber has been practically 
priced out of demand. Decontrol of these 
items should therefore have no more marked 
effect than in the cases of the foods released 
from rations and ceiling. 


20 Years a Prime Minister 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King is Can- 
ada’s all-time elder statesman. He holds this 
distinction by a good margin, having on Tues- 
day completed his twentieth year as head 
of a government of this Dominion. Of his 
predecessors, Sir John Macdonald, his near- 
est rival, held the position for almost nine- 
teen years, Sir Wilfrid Laurier for something 
more than fifteen.

ABOLISH MEANS TEST 

Editor, Bulletin: I would like to 
Bive the general public an idea 
of what the “Means Test” means 
to some pensioners 

Railroad employes on reaching 
the age of 65 are granted a pension 
by the company of $25 a month An 
employe is also entitled to cone 
tribute a percentage of his salary 
to a retirement fund. At retire- 
ment, the contributory amount may 
be added to the company's 25 dol- 
lars and used as an annuity, which 
in my case amounts to $38.31 or 
$459.72 per annum 

This amount being more than 
the income allowance of $425 4 
year does not make me eligible 
to apply for a Dominion old age

OSLO, JUNE 11 (CP)—At least 500 Russians have re- 
turned to Spitsbergen in the misty polar seas and have 
started reconstruction of Russian mines there. Norwegian 


officials here told me. 

AS FAR AS can be ascertained 
here, these miners are the only 
Russians on the Norwegian-control- 


led archipelago where Russia has | 


indicated to Norway that she would 
like to establish a military base 
More than 1,000 Norwegians now 


are back on Spitsbergen operating |

Before the war the 
Russian mines produced about 
500,000 tons of coal yearly. 

DR. ANDERS ORVIN, Norweg- 
jan geologist who heads the Nor- 
wegian Spitsbergen scientific com- 
mission responsible for meteoro- 
logical and mapping undertakings 
there told me that about 500 Rus- 
sians or more went back to Spits- 
bergen from Russia last fall just 
before freeze-up and spent the win- 
ter at Pyramiden, a small town 
at the eastern end of Icefiord 
which was not damaged during 
the war. It was up Icefiord that 
the Canadians sailed in the late 
summer of 1941 to land on the is- 
land. 

Orvin said he believes the bulk 
of the Russians moved back to 
their mining towns at Barentsberg 
and Grumant City. 

Both these towns were wrecked 
by the Canadians and later by 
German operations but Orvin said 
the Russians took a large quantity 
of building and mining material 
with them. 

OTHER NORWEGIAN sources 
said they believed other Russian 
miners and workmen went to Spits- 
bergen this spring but details were 
lacking. 

Some 860 Norwegian miners are 
working in modern mines at Long 
Year City between Grumant City 
and Pyramiden and it is expected 
that 250,000 tons of coal will be 
produced this year with next year's 
target set for 400,000—160,000 tons 
more than before the war.

Ring Remains Final 
Seal of Marriage 


Tt is not generally known, or 
appreciated, that styles and 
fashions change in wedding 
rings, as they do in clothes, 
automobiles or architecture. 

And, according to men in the 
wedding ring business—a $10,- 
000,000-a-year business on this 


continent—it'’s the tempo of 
the times that calls these 
changes, 

Various metals have their 


days of popularity with gold 
—white, yellow, pink or green 
—a top favorite. But’s it's yel- 
low gold that appeals to most 
buyers when the public yearns 
for a return to the simple 
life...it’s glittery platinum 
when pleasure and éxtravag- 
ance are the order of the times. 

Trends in styles have run al- 
most parallel to the trends in 
metals. In 1850, women favored 
a gold band nearly half an inch 
wide. By 1900, this circlet had 
narrowed down to a mere re- 
flection of its former self. Then, 
at the turn of the century, 
facilities for working platinum 
became available and this in 
turn led to the jewelled wed- 
ding ring. 

During World War II, when 
the modern girl looked back 
with longing to the security 
of her grandmother's day, the 
sturdy wide gold band became 
a favorite. But predictions for 
peacetime are that the jewel- 
studded platinum number will 
oust the gold band in the race 
for popularity. 

Wartime had a drastic effect 
on the wedding ring business 
The vogue for double-ring 
ceremonies, which shot up from 
15 per cent of all marriages 
to 85 per cent, drove the man- 
ufacturers crazy with addition- 
al production problems 

And, traditional though it is 
for the bridegroom to help 
select the ring, in wartime 50 
per cent of all money spent on 
wedding rings was handed to 
the jewelers by the  brides- 
elect. 

Inscriptions on the rings be- 
came more popular and ranged 
from a: ber “Forever Yours” 
to “I Love You” in the engraved 
dots and dashes of the Morse 
code 

Whatever the season, in 
peacetime or wartime, the wed- 
ding ring business will flourish 
For as long as people continue 
to get married, they'll continue 
to put the final seal on the 
ceremonies—with a ring
